Section 1. Commiseion to examine accounts, The governor ghall, when
of- ¥he opinion that the public sarvice requires such action, appoint, in
writing, a commission of three (3) competent accountants and direct them to
oxenine the books, papers, vouchers, moneys, securities, and documents in the
possasgsion or under the control of any state officer, board, commission, or of
any person expending or direscting the oxpondituro of funds b onging to or in
the possesaion of the stats.

Secs 2. Power of cormission. Sald com~igsioners while in gsession ghall
have power to issue subpoenes, to call smy person to testify in refersnce to
any fact connected with their investigation and to require such persons to
produce any paper or book which the district court might require to be produced,
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Bach comissioner shau have power to e.dminister oaths.

Sec. ?:-e.l. Refusal to obey subpoena = feea.. If eny witnese. duly
gubpoenasd, refuses to obey said subpoensa, or rafuses to testify, sald com=
mission shall certify said fact to the district court of judge thereof of the
county where the investigation is being had and said court or judge shall pro=-
ceed with gald witness in the sams menner ag though sald refusal had occurred
in a legal proceeding befors said court or judge. Vitnesses shall be paid in
the same manner provided for witnesases before the executive council and from
the same appropriation.

1. If the officer is on alectivo state ofﬁcer. not remova'blo under
impeachmant procecdinga, or if sald officer i1s an aprointive state officer, he
'shall lay a-copy of said report before the attorney general. <

2, If the officer ie an appointive state officer, he shall also lay
a copy of sald report before the executive council.

‘3¢ If the officer 1s one who is removabdle only under impeachment
proceedings he shall, by written oxder, forthwith suspend such officer from the
exercise of his office, and require him to deliver all the moneys, books, papers,
and other nroparty of the state to him, to de d.isposed. of as hereinafter providad..

Sec. B. Efrect of order = penalty. It ehall Ye unlawful for such ofﬁcer,
after malking of such order of suapension, to exercise or attempt to exercise any
of the functions of his office until such suspension shall be rsvoked; and any
attenpt to exercise such office by the suspended officer shall b: punished by
imprisonment,in the county jail not more than one (1) year, or by a fine not
exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000,00), or by both fire end imprisonment.

On the naking of guch order, the
governor shall appoint a temporary incumbent of sald office. Such appointes
after quelifying, shall perform-all the duties and enjoy all the righta belong=~
ing to the sald office, until the removal of the suapansion of his predeceseor,
or the appointment or election of a succeasor. .

Sec. 7, Governor to protect state. Whan the governor ghall suspend eny
public officer, he shall direct tha proper legal staps to Ye tal:en to 1ndemnify
the state from loss.

Sec. 8. Governor to report to general assembly. Forthwith after the
orgenization of the genoral assembly firat convening after the making of sald
order of suspension, the govermor shall lay before it the oxrder and all inforrma=
tion and evidence relating thereto in his possession.

S8ec. 9. Effact of fallure to impsach or convict. The adjournmant of .
such assenmbly without vot ing articles of impeachment against such officer or
a verdict of "not guilty" on such articles duly prefsrred, shall work a revcca=
tion of guch order of suspension.
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Sec. 10, Compensation of commisgioners. Sald commissionsrs shall each
recelve for the time actually employed in the performance of their duties the
sun of ten dollars ($10,00) per day, which sum ghall be pald out of any une
appropriated funds in the state treasury.

Sece. 10~2l, BReports revealing grounds of removal. Yhen any report as to
the condition of a state office, other than the report of saild commission, is
mede and filed under smthority of law, and sald report reveals grounds for the
removal from office of a public officer, the person filing szid report shall
aleo file a copy thereof with the governor and with the attorney gensral,
